Urging them to gi 
g#00d example, he told some effec 
stories showing the superiority of ac- 
tion over words, Thirty years ago 
Father Carleton, riding througl»y Mon- 
tana in search of Catholics in need of 
Spiritual help, was directed to a tent 
where a man lay dying of a loathsome 
disease, Whereupon the priest im- 
mediately set out to bathe him and 
bade his orderly fetch fresh linen. 
The patient then made some inquiries 
of the priest concluding “You believe 
in eternity; I dont.” 

“Indeed I do, else I should not take 
“all this trouble with you, a perfect 
stranger.” 

This remark so struck the man that 
he was converted, In this case, as 
in many others, preaching would have 
been futile.

After warning the women to work 
with no view to seif-seeking, Dr. 
Drumomnd paid a warm tribute to 
women's work. “The more I go 
through lite,” he said, “the more per- 
suaded T aw of their inthuence = for 
sood.
